CORK LEGS ARE MYTHS. 


Information From »n Expert In tUe 


Artluvlnl Limb Bu*lue»«. 


"The term 'cork leg' Is a misnomer," 


isaid a man who used to be In the artifi- 
cial Hnib business. "There never wa& 
any such a thing, and a: leg actually 
made of cork would bo as unwieldy as 
a sawlog. The up to date artificial 
limb is a very thin shell of weeping 
willow, covered with rawhide, and 
some of them that cocao vlear up to the 
hip have been built as light as three 
pounds. 


"It Is a singular fact that a first class 


leg, which Is supposed to have a life 
of about five years, will be more than 
paid for in the saving of shoes. Of 
course, the false foot wears a shoe. 
Just the same as the real one, but for 
some reason that has never been fully 
explained it Isn't as hard on leather. 
A flesh and blood leg will wear out 
four shoes while Its mechanical mute 
Is wearing out one, due perhaps to the 
footgear never being removed at night 
and the lack of elasticity In the tread. 
The best customer of the makers is the 
government, which pays for a new ar- 
tificial limb once every live years for 
pensioners maimed in war. The price 
fixed by law Is $75. but scores of old 
soldiers simply draw the money and 
make the same leg do for as long as l. 
r> 


years at a stretch. Artificial arms are 
made very successfully nowadays, and 
a certain amount of action Is secured 
in the band, even when the stump 
reaches only a few Inches from the 
shoulder. 
With one of the styles, for 


example, a man can lift his hat and re- 
place it ou his head with a surprisingly 
natural movement. The mechanism by 
which the false hand Is made to open 
and close Is controlled by a strap, 
which reaches to the opposite shoulder 
A slight shrug does the work, and a lit- 
tle practice renders it imperceptible. 


"Th*-re has been a wonderful im- 


provement In limbmaking during tlu- 
last ten years, and a properly con- 
structed, artificial leg cannot be detect- 
ed by the casual observer. The chief 
difliculty with the old style was Its 
tendency to swing outward in an arc 
of a circle at every step. 
That has 


been entirely overcome. Some years 
ago, when I was In business at Chica- 
go, 1 fitted out a man who had lost 
both legs and both arms in a Dakota 
blizzard. When I first saw him, he was 
simply a helpless trunk, lying on a cot 
In the hospital, and his deplorable con- 
dition had reduced him to a. state of 
despair bordering ou insanity. I took 
a great deal of interest in the case, 
and I flatter myself that I did a fairly 
good job. 
When I got through with 


him, he was able to get up without as- 
sistance, walk about, feed himself and 
do a hundred and one little things, tt.nt 
changed life from a mere blank to 
something really endurable. 
When he 


found himself emancipated from total 
helplessness, he Improved mentally, 
and now, I dare say, he wants to live 
as long as anybody. 


"One of the greatest obstacles to suc- 


cessful limb fitting is the carelessness 
of surgeons In performing amputations. 
An operation may be entirely success- 
ful from a surgical standpoint, yet 
lea\e a stump upon which a false leg 
can never be worn with comfort. 
I 


know of a number of cases In which a 
reampntatioii has been submitted to 
for the express purpose of correcting 
such diUicuUies. 
Every medical col 


lege course ought to Include at least 
one lecture with practical demonstra 
lions by a thoroughly scientific maker 
of artificial limbs. It would be of in 
estimable value to the btudonts in aft 
er practice."— New Orleans Times 
Democrat. 


Doll*1 fiends. 


Yours ago doll heads were made of 


wood, carved out by hand, and great 
numbers of dolls were sold that wore 
entirely of wood, with jointed arms 
and legs. Some dolls of this sort, look- 
ing quaint enough now. though the> 
were once so common, are still sold, 
but the great bulk of the dolls now 
made have bodies of cloth or leather, 
with heads of china, bisque or papier 
mache. There are also dolls' beads of 
metal, these heads being made of brass 
in two parts, stamped out with dies 
and joined together. 


In the process by which these heads 


are made, many dies are used in the 
production of a single bead, the metal 
being worked to its final shape gradu- 
ally. The first die mnkos but a barely 
perceptible Impression upon the piece 
of sheet metal from which the head is 
to be formed. The next shapes it a 
little more, and so on by pressure from 
successive dies, each a little more 
sharply defined, the head Is brought 
finally to its perfect form. These heads 
are made in various sizes and in vari- 
ous styles as to details of finish. They 
cost about the same as the best bisque 
heads, but one of the merits claimed 
for 
them 
Is Indestructibility.—New

The enactment of this law Is proba- 


bly the first instance, In this country 
at least, of a governing body to take in 
hand the regulation of prices to be 
paid for labor and commodities. 


The headlines of this curious colo- 


nial bill read as follows:

-Id. n 
pair, and other shoes in proportion to 
their size and quality, and for making 
shoes In the same proportion." 


Ye ancient tavern keeper of Ipswich 


was by this law obliged to charge his 
guest for a breakfast or a supper 
one shilling, and for a dinner "of boiled 
and roasted meats, with other articles 
equivalent, exclusive of wine.1' one 
shilling six pence. 
For lodging the 


charge was to be four pence. 


The rate for hack hire was fmnl at 


eight pence a mile and t'or the hire of a 
"single horse" five pence a mile. 


A barber's pay for shaving by the 


year, entitling a person to one shave a 
week, was to be six shillings eight 
pence. "Transient customers" were to 
pay the barber "four coppers a time." 


The prices of alcoholic drinks were 


given in greatest detail: 


"West-India 
Flip.—Flip 
made 


West-India rum, at lOd. a mu. 
bowl. 


"New-England Flip.—Flip made of 


New-England rum, at 8d. a mug or 
bowl. 


"West-India Toddy.—Toddy nnulo of 


West-India rum. lOd. a mug or bowl.

"Distillers.—For distilling Hum from 


Molasses, 4d. a gallon." 


To dig a grave for a "grown person," 


tolling one bell and attendance upon 
the funeral, a sexton's charge was to 
be live shillings, "and for children in 
proportion." 
And furthermore to do 


away with extortion in funeral charges 
the price of a coffin was legally deter- 
mined by the good fathers of this old 
town—"a Plain Pine Coffin, blackened, 
for a grown person. 9s. and lesser ones 
in proportion," was their decree on this 
subject. 


The rate to be paid to laborers and 


to craftsmen was fixed and quaintly 
worded thus: 


"Laborers.—Laborers at 2s. Sd. a 


day, from the tenth day of April to the 
first day of Julj; and for mowing. 3s. 
4d. a day; and for other Labor from 
the first day of July to the last day of 
September, that is equivalent for 
hardness at 3s. 4d. a day and found as 
usual; and Labor at other seasons of 
the year In proportion according to an- 
cient custom. 


"House Carpenters.—House Carpen- 


ters, at 8s. 9d. a day, and found as 
usual. ."Joiners, at 3s. 4d. a day, and 
found as usual. 


"Currierauc^-For currying a Dickera- 


ble Hide, 4s., and other Hides In pro- 
portion. 


"Taylors.—For making a common 


suit of Cloaths, 20s., and other Cloaths, 
in proportion. And by the day, at 3s. a 
day." 


The prices on meats and provisions 


were fixed thus: 


"Beef, grass-fed, 3d. a pound. 
"Beef, stall-fed, 4d. a pound, 
"Lamb, 4d. a pound. 
"Mutton, 4d. a pound. 
"Veal, 4d. a pound. 
"Fresh Pork, 5d. a pound. 
"Ducks, 5d. a pound. 
"Turkeys, 5d. a pound. 
'•fresh Cod, Id. a pound. 
"Milk, at 2d. a quart." 
That there were no bakeshops and 


that every family made their own 
bread is evident from the fact that 
there was no price fixed on bvead. but 
on the raw material—flour, which was 
rated thus:

The small town of "Werda, In tha 


kingdom of Dahomey, is celebrated for 
Its Temple of Serpents, a long building1

brought to them as offerings by the 
natives. 


These serpents, many of them of 


enormous size, may be seen hanging 
from the beams across the celling, with 
their heads pointing^ downward and In 
all sorts of strange" contortions. Tha 
priests make the small serpents go 
through \arious evolutions by lightly, 
touching them with a rod, but they do 
not venture to touch the largest ones, 
some of which are large enough to en- 
fold a bullock In their colls. 


It often happens that some of these 


serpents make their way out of the 
temple Into the town, and the priests 
have the greatest difliculty In coaxing 
them back. 
To kill a serpent iuten- 


tloually Is a crime punished with 
death, and If a European were to kill 
one the authority of the king himself 
would scarcely suffice to save his life.

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WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, D. C., April 30, 1902. 
The large amount of "pork" in the 


river and harbor bill has created con- 
siderable work for the conferees of 
the house and the senate. A number 
of meetings of the conference com- 
mittee have been held but there are 
many Items of difference still to be 
adjusted. It is a difficult problem to 
properly apportion items under this 
great appropriation bill so that every- 
body will be satisfied, and at the same 
subserve the public good. As a matter 
of fact herns frequently get into this 
bill which have 
no business there 


whatever as necessary lor public im- 
provement. 


There seems to be no doubt that .the 


beef trust had worked out a carefully 
planned scheme to filch a few .million 
dollars from the pockets of the Amer- 
ican people. The action of the Admin- 


ivistration, howevei, 
seems to have 


driven this latest "octopus" to cower, 
ami the promise now is that prices of 
beef will be reduced. Treasury Depart- 
. unent figures show that the live stock 
receipts at the five principal live stock 
market centers during the first quarter 


. 01 1902 were larger by 185.000 head 


than during the same period of last 
year and 419,000 larger than in the 
corresponding months of 1900. This 
apparently disposes of the trust argu- 
ment that the cattle supply is less than 
in previous years. The conciliatory 
methods recently adopted by the trust 
should not lessen the activity of the 
attorney general in getting at the Tacts 
in the case and it they are as suspect- 
ed, a penalty should be prescribed 
which will effectually prevent such 
manipulations in the future.

Hatters' printing, which Is the prlntr. 


Ing of names, trademarks and other di> 
signs upon hat tips and sweat leathers 
ID hats, and upon tho labels used on 
hat boxes, Is a business by Itself. The 
hat tip, or crown lining of a hat, is 
sometimes made- of pai-ar, oftenest of 
satin. In a silk hat and in some stiff 
hats the tip covers the entire interior 
of the crown above the sweat leather; 
In straw hats the tip is very often 
composed of a broad strip of satin 
upon a lace crown lining. Many stiff 
hats and most soft hats are now^lln- 
ished without tips, In which case the 
trademark or name is printed on the 
sweat leather. 


Tip printing is done from brass dies 


and in the finest work from steel 
plates. These dies and plates are made 
ia very great variety. In a large es- 
tablishment devoted to hatters' print- 
ing there might be found 30,000 dies 
and 10,000 steel plates. Proof impres- 
sions of this great number of dies and 
plates fill many huge, -ledger like vol- 
umes, upon whose pages they are se- 
cured as in scrapbooks. 


There are throughout the country 


thousands of retailing hatters, each 
having a separate die of his own, with 
which the tips of the hats he sells are 
printed; some hat jobbers might have 
many d3es. Including dies of trade- 
marks and debigns for special lines of 
goods. All these dies and plates, how- 
ever varied and widely distributed 
their ownership may be, are kept in the 
establishment of the printer, ready for 
use on occasion. The owner pays for 
the engraving of the first die, the cost 
varying according to its elaborateness; 
if a die or plate becomes worn and a 
new die is needed the printer supplies 
it. 


In the large hatters' printing estab- 


lishments everything pertaining to the 
business is done, including the design- 
ing and engraving of the' dies and 
plates, as well as the printing from 
them. 
Some designs, the trademarks 


of old established houses, become fa- 
miliar from long continued use. As dies 
and pjates wear out they are simply 
replaced, the design continuing the 
same. 


On the other hand, every year, for 


one rt-ason and another, many designs 
go out of use, and finally the dies and 
plates are destroyed; but every year 
then* fire produced for individual -deal- 
ers nnd for general trade purposes 
thorusands of new designs, so that the 
number of dies and plates on hand at 
tl»: printer's Is always great. Those 
designs, aside from those made for in- 
dividual hatters, Include a very great 
variety of subjects. Thus there might 
be seen printed on hat tips ships aud 
locomotives and horses and anvlla 
and many other things; and any name 
or object of public interest at the mo- 
ment is likely to be reproduced luside 
of hats. 


Almost every Jiat worn bears within 


it printing in some form. If the hat 
has no tip it appears on tho sweat leaUi- 
er, and it may also be in such a hat 
upon -what is called a sticker, this be- 
ing a piece of paper, cloth or leather, 
In outline of the exact shape and si/.e 
of the die, -upon which are printed the 
dealer's trademark 
and name, the 


sticker being pasted in the center of 
the crown of tho hat. 


The retail hat dealer, wherever he 


may be, if he desires a distinctive 
trademark or name design to appear in 
the hats he sells, sends to some big 
hatters' printing establishment for a 
design; he sends, perhaps, a suggestion 
of his own, or It may be that he relies 
upon the designer of the printing es- 
tablishment. One or more designs are 
made and submitted to him for ap- 
proval. According as may be required, 
such designs might embody in some ar- 
tistic form simply the name and ad- 
dress; often such dies or plates are 
made in designs appropriate to the re- 
gion, state or locality. Such dies and 
plates are made in almost endless va- 
riety. Tl»c plate would remain at the 
printer's, and when the rotailer ordered 
hats of the jobber with whom he dealt 
the jobber would have the tips and 
sweat leathers with which the hats 
thus ordered were finished printed 
from the customer's town dies. 


Tips are printed iu.gold leaf. In silver 


leaf and in aluminium leaf and in ink 
in. various colors; sometimes they are 
printed in combinations of colors. Most 
commonly, however, they are printed 
in a single metal or'color. AJ1 sweat 
leathers are printed in one or another 
of the metals. 


Box labels for hat boxes are made 


"both plain and embossed itn a very 
great variety of styles, and (these ai-e 
printed in variety as to color. A hat 
dealer might have his own design «om- 
plete for box label as well ms for hat 
tip; or he may select one frown among 
many box labels that are made with a 
blank space to receive a die and have 
his own die inserted In the lahel. 


Many hat tips prlntcu from dies en- 


graved here are exported to Canada for 
use In hats that are finished tticre; and 
there arc also made here suitable dies, 
from which are printed hat tlpa for 
hats exported to South America.—New 
York'Sun.

Exeter, May 1.—The appeal of Mrs. 


Myrtie B. Tiltou of Raymond from the 
terms of the will of her father, Dana C.

ing been sustained. The appelant, how- 
ever, claimed a technicality in the exe- 
cution of the will, which was the only 
point raised in the closing arguments. 
When Mr. Heaiey made his will he 
was upon his deathbed, having only 
the strength to subscribe his mark in 
place of his 
usual signature. Three 


witnesses were on hand to sign the 
testament, but instead of subscribing 
to the 
will in the sick room 
they 


passed across an adjoining hall and in- 
to a second room, where a table was lo- 
cated fourteen teet from the testator's 
sfde and in the angle of vision of his bed 
made by passing 
through the

open doors. The appelant contended 
that as the will was not witnessed in 
tue testator's immediate presence it 
was invalid according to law, but the 
executrix answered that the docunent 
was signed

Queen Victoria joined the little army 
arrayed against the lovers. 
Princess 


Alix was her favorite granddaughter, 
and she did not wish her to change 
her religion or to face the perils of the 
Russian throne. 


There was another serious objection 


too. 
Both the lovers were delicate, 


and Alexander III -was naturally anx 
ious that the throne of Uusslu should 
be occupied by his son's sou. 
At last 


the obstiuate czarowilz was scut on a 
long voyage round the world, it being 
hoped that in the constant change of 
scene he would forget his love and 
come back prepared to do as he was 
told. The love which had bound Nich- 
olas to his orphan cousin was not. how- 
ever, a thing that could be put off in a 
new country, aud the heir apparent 
went back to Russia more determined 
than ever not to marry unless he lov- 
ed. The voyage had greatly improved 
his health, so that part of the objec- 
tion was removed. 


But there still remained the religious 


objection, and Nicholas pressed his 
suit. 
He was fortunate ia securing 


two powerful allies, the then Duchess 
of Edinburgh and the Orand Ouchoss 
Serge, sister of the princess. Together 
these women were able to overcome 
the father's objections, but Queen Vic- 
toria had yet to be won over, it was 
no easy task to convert the queen, but 
It was done at length. The Duchess 
of Edinburgh persuaded the Prince of 
Wales, and the Princess Victoria pre- 
vailed upon her majesty. 
Then, as if 


to compensate the young people for 
their disappointments, the queen sug- 
gested that they should visit England. 
Prince Louis of P,attenberg invited the 
princess to 
YValtoii-on-Tliamcs,

What 
happened at Walton, how passionately 
the devoted Nicholas pleaded, we do 
not know. But we know that a year 
afterward, at the wedding of her broth- 
er, the Grand Duke Ernest of Hesse. 
and Princess Victoria Melitia of Co- 
burg. the betrothal was publicly, an- 
nounced. 
The cznrowitz had turned 


up at Coburg at the last moment, not 
having been expected until shortly tie- 
fore he arrived. "1 am determined at 
last to have an answer out of her own 
mouth," he said to his parents as he 
started. 


A day or two before the princess 


had talked of her lover with tears in 
her eyes. 
She gave vent to her re- 


ligious scruples before her 
brother. 


"You do not love him, then".'" said the 
Grand Duke Ernest. And the answer, 
"Oh, yes: 1 do— 1 do." showed bow 
painful the struggle in her mind must 
have been. 


The queen was the first to be in- 


formed of the news that the czarowltz 
had proposed and been accepted, and 
there was great joy among their 
friends that nt last the long \voolng 
•was over. Then came the illness of 
Alexander 111. and the princess was 
summoned to Livadia to nurse the dy- 
ing czar. When the monarch passed 
away and her lover was emperor of 
Russia, Princess Alix wore no signs of 
mourning. It was a happy thought of 
the widowed empress that no needless 
pain should mar the joy of the bride 
•who was so soon to share her son's 
throne, and the house of mourning was 
brightened day by day by the beauti- 
ful, sad figure of the future empress 
dressed in purest white.

was 


thought best that there should be no 
delay for form's sake, and the funeral 
was Quickly followed by- a wedding. 
On Nov. 26. 1894, at the age of 2U. Prin- 
cess Alix became empress of Russia. —
